SITE IS LOCATED 160 KM DUE EAST OF THE M AR Y1 , AND-DFJ . AWARF.

COAST. THE OBJECTIVES OF THE PROJECT ARE (A) TO COLLECT 
SEDIMENT SAMPLES IN AND AROUND BREACHED CONTAINERS IN ORDER 
TO STUDY THE EXTENT OF HORIZONTAL AND VERTICAL RELEASE OF 
RADIONUCLIDES; (B) TO IMPLANT DEEP OCEAN CURRENT METERS 
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IN THE PERIPHERY OF THE SITE TO ESTABLISH THE PRESENCE OF 
CURRENTS AND TO MAKE ESTIMATES OF POTENTIAL TRANSPORT OR 
RELEASED RADIOACTIVITY; (C) TO COLLECT BOX CORE SAMPLES FOR 
INFAUNAL STUDIES TO DETERMINE THE BIOLOGICAL SPECTRUM AND 
ITS INFLUENCE ON THE VERTICAL DISTRIBUTION OF RADIONUCLIDES 
(BIOTURBATION); (D) TO INVESTIGATE BIOLOGICAL DIVERSITY OF 

DEEP OCEAN DISPOSAL SITES, PERHAPS TO INCLUDE FISH BAITING 
WITH PHOTOGRAPHIC DOCUMENTATION VIA REMOTE CAMERA; (E) TO 
INVESTIGATE SEDIMENT RETENTION PROPERTIES (E.G., CATION 
EXCHANGE CAPACITY); AND (F) POSSIBLE RECOVERY OF TWO OR 
MORE SELECTED CONTAINERS AND TO OBTAIN INFORMATION ON 
(1) THE MODES AND RATES OF METAL CORROSION (2) THE EFFECTS 
OF METAL STRESS ON ACCELERATED LOCALIZED CORROSION (3) THE 
ULTIMATE LIFE OF THE MILD STEEL CONTAINERS (4) LEACH 
RATES AND CHEMICAL DEGRADATION PROCESSES OF THE CONCRETE 
MATRIX.
